A demanding mom meets a Mayo Clinic 
that won’t back down

A lyssa Gilderhus, a high school 
senior with cropped hair and 
a large bandage on her neck, 
passed through the automatic 
doors at Mayo Clinic. The Sher- 
burn teen was rolling along in a wheelchair, 
her eyes straight ahead. 

It was February of last year. She was 
recovering from an emergency surgery— 


the result of a Christmas Day 
aneurysm that left her curled 
on the bathroom floor, vomiting 
and screaming for her mother. 

Now, the Rochester hospi¬ 
tal was letting her roll to the 
parking lot to visit her Great- 
Grandma Betty, who was too 
frail to go inside. 

The van was waiting only 
yards away. But Grandma Betty 
wasn’t there. Alyssa’s mother, 
Amber Engebretson, arrived 

instead. 

Alyssa hadn’t seen her mother in awhile. 
Amber had been butting heads with Mayo’s 
rehab staff throughout her daughter’s recov¬ 
ery regimen. 

She protested when they took her off 
oxycodone, saying Alyssa was still in too 
much pain. Then she said her daughter’s 
breathing tube was the wrong size, and that 


her family discovered a bladder infection 
doctors had missed. 

Amber says she had reams of unanswered 
questions, possible conditions left untested, 
but Mayo staff just wouldn’t listen. 

On Feb. 22, Amber and a nursing aide 
had it out. Amber asked that the aide be 
kicked off her daughter’s care team—the 
fourth staffer she’d asked to be booted in 
three weeks. Later that afternoon, she 
interrupted a staff meeting, saying they 
were talking about her family, and that she 
should be included. 

Mayo was clearly tired of her meddling. 
An hour later, three security guards kicked 
Amber out of the hospital. She was no longer 
allowed to enter the property or make any 
decisions regarding Alyssa’s care. 

So Amber hatched a plan for her daugh¬ 
ter to flee. 

As Alyssa left the hospital that day, Mayo 
staffers realized what was happening. They 
protested, grabbed Alyssa’s arm. The fam¬ 
ily lowered Alyssa into a seat and shut the 
door. The van sped away. 

Mayo security immediately called 911 
and told police that a patient had been 
abducted. Alyssa and her family say the 
exact opposite is true, that Mayo had held 
her against her will. 


After all the disputes, they’d asked to 
move her to another hospital. They even 
had a lawyer request an “expedited transfer.” 
Eventually, they decided to take matters into 
their own hands. They caught the entire 
escape on video. 

But all this was moot, according to the 
Rochester police. Alyssa is 18, an adult fully 
capable of making her own decisions. They 
refused to bring her back. 

The hospital hasn’t responded to interview 
requests, but records say a psychiatrist deter¬ 
mined Alyssa lacked the capacity to make 
her own medical decisions. It’s within the 
hospital’s rights to ice out a family member if 
staffbelieve they’re jeopardizingthe patient’s 
care, a Mayo spokesperson told CNN. 

Alyssa’s family says they stumbled upon 
another wrinkle in the case while going 
through police records. Before the great 
escape, a Mayo social worker had requested 
emergency guardianship for her. If they 
hadn’t busted her out, Alyssa’s parents say, 
they might have risked losing parenting 
rights over their daughter. 

Alyssa says she’s just happy to be out. 
The moment she hit that car seat, she said, 
was “phenomenal.” 

“The longer I’m away from Mayo Clinic,

The Gaslighting Landlord 

John Klinkner’s apartment renters can’t win—until they take him to court 


ast fall, after graduating from 
college, Sarah fell for a “super 
cute” place she found on Craig- 
slist. 

She says she met landlord 
John Klinkner at a south Minneapolis 
apartment complex last September. When 
they got inside, something was off. The 
“disgusting” studio wasn’t what she’d 
seen on Craigslist. Where were the french 
doors from the photo? 

Noting her disinterest, Klinkner offered 
her a one-bedroom in the same building. 
This one at least had a decent kitchen and 
a dishwasher. Sarah, who doesn’t want 
her real name used for fear of reprisal, 
shrugged off a missing door. Parts had 
been ordered, she was assured. 

The place was in her price range ($900), 
the location was good, and she was tired of 
living at her parents’ home in Edina. Her 
mother helped her move in a week later. 

Mom didn’t like what she saw. The two 
spent hours scrubbing floors and wiping 
surfaces, she recalls. The showerhead 
leaked and the tub wasn’t draining. Her 
mother bumped into an acquaintance 
outside the building, someone who knows 
the neighborhood well. “Good luck with 
the landlord,” the woman told her. 

Take notes, mom told her daughter. 
Write down everything that goes wrong 
and every interaction you have. Ten 
months later, Sarah has pages and pages. 

“Maintenance never showed up,” she 
wrote on October 11, despite the appar¬ 
ent promise for someone to come fix her 
shower drain. Then, a few days later: “Tub 
half full.” 

Later that month: “42 [degrees] out@ 
10 PM and NO HEAT.” 


Twice, water leaked through her ceiling. 
The second time it took more than a week 
for someone to show up. The landlord 
sent painters to give the ceiling damage 
a cosmetic cover. 

In July, Sarah got a note from a prop¬ 
erty manager, informing her that her rent 
would increase to $995 effective October 
1 due to “higher costs and expenses.” She 
called to ask about getting out of her lease. 
She also decided to do some research. 

She Googled “John Klinkner,” and found 
a wealth of complaints dating back years. 
It all sounded familiar: apartments in need 
of basic maintenance, buildings with¬ 
out functioning heat or air conditioning, 
unresponsive management team, John’s 
alleged habit of telling renters his name 
is “Dan,” while “Mary,” the woman who 
answers the phone, is actually his wife, 
Kathy. 

Sarah felt duped, and more than a little 
naive. “I didn’t even think slumlords were 
a real thing,” she says. 

As of 2016, Klinkner rented out at least 
149 apartments in Minneapolis, plus a 
complex called “Uptown West Apart¬ 
ments” in St. Louis Park and another 
called “Georgetown Manor” in Excelsior. 
Klinkner contends that “99 percent of 
our renters are really happy,” and that 
the only ones who complain are people 
he’s evicted. 

Court records tell a different story. 
Klinkner has been sued or taken to small- 
claims court dozens of times. 

In 2009, Emiko Whitaker-Kawada 
rented a St. Louis Park unit. She had to 
clean her entire apartment before mov¬ 
ing in, including what looked like mold 
growing in a sink and tub. One night she 


woke up so cold she could see her breath. 
When she called to complain, she was told 
to “bleed out the radiator,” something that 
hadn’t been explained or demonstrated 
when she moved in. At the end of her lease, 
the “unpleasant” Klinkner offered only 
a partial refund of her security deposit, 
citing “damage” to the apartment. 

In court, she used photos to show the 
disrepair on the day she moved in. The 
proceeding, over an amount of less than 
$1,000, dragged on for close to two years. 
“I kept going because of the principle,” 
Whitaker-Kawada says. It wasn’t finan¬ 
cially worth the time, but she’s since been 
contacted by other Klinkner renters seek¬ 
ing advice on winning their money back. 
“I want to spread his name around... as 
much as I can.” 

In 2016, Galina Peterson brought a 
“laundry list” of complaints, from peeling 
paint to broken plumbing, to attorney Dick 
Cohen, a DFL legislator representing St. 
Paul. Petersen’s Linden Hills apartment 
had, on separate occasions, lacked heat for 
more than a week in the dead of winter. 

“Landlord has been contacted and begun 
to hang up the phone,” reads a note in 
Cohen’s folder. 

At the end of her stay, Klinkner claimed 
a chunk of the security deposit. She’d 
installed the wrong fuse, he alleged, after 
blowing the first one by running a space 
heater to keep warm. She’d also tried put¬ 
ting vegetables down a sink that didn’t 
drain properly. Klinkner was charging 
for the repair of “stuff that he’d caused,” 
says Cohen, whose client eventually took 
a settlement. 

Klinkner is unrepentant. “You don’t 
know the whole story. If there’s a problem,

they’re the ones that cause the problem.” 
Then he broke off the interview. “I’m 
right in the middle of traffic right now. 
I don’t have time for this. I’ll call back.” 

He didn’t. 

Sarah plans to leave once the lease runs 
out, though she’s finding it hard to land 
a decent place in her price range. 

She’s also concerned about an acquain¬ 
tance who just moved into her building. 
The woman was anxiously awaiting the 
return of the deposit from her last apart¬ 
ment, money she needed, but says she 
was given the wrong mail key. When she 
called to ask for the right one, she was 
accused of losing her key and lying about 
it. The experience soured her on bring¬ 
ing up complaints; she’s not optimistic 
about getting a poorly functioning air 
conditioning unit replaced. 

“And I just moved in this month,” she 
says. “There’s probably more stuff that’s 
going to happen, unfortunately.” 

Ten months after she moved in, the 
cabinet in Sarah’s kitchen is still missing 
a door. She doesn’t expect to see it fixed 
before she moves out. B3

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Eating your way through America’s 
most vegan-friendly ballpark

I n June, PETA announced its annual 
list of the 10 most vegan-friendly 
stadiums in Major League Baseball. 
Sitting in first place: Minnesota’s 
own Target Field. 

As a lifelong Twins fan and a vegan 
for about a year and a half, I’d already 
enjoyed some of the animal-free food 
at the ballpark. But I wanted to find out 
what makes Target Field the most vegan- 
friendly in the country, so I reached out 
to Kurt Chenier, the stadium’s executive 
chef, to learn more. 

“Honestly, we don’t sell a lot of these 
items,” Chenier says. But they haven’t 
stopped selling vegan food, because 
“Over the years we have strived to be 
well-rounded with our food offerings.” 


Providingplant-based options is the natural 
progression of that. 

Still, knowing there was a commitment 
to vegan options wasn’t enough for me. I 
had to test it all out for myself. So when the 
Twins took to the field against the Kansas 
City Royals earlier this month, I wandered 
the park in an attempt to find my favorites. 

My first stop was Bat & Barrel, a new res¬ 
taurant for 2018, which features items from 
a handful of other local eateries—including 
Hell’s Kitchen’s Impossible Burger—which 
I’d heard good things about overthe summer. 

At both Hell’s Kitchen and Bat & Bar¬ 
rel, the Impossible Burger is marketed as 
vegetarian, so I wasn’t sure what to expect. 
I asked a couple of employees how vegan 
the burger was, exactly, and was deferred 


by the first before getting a less than 100 
percent confident answer from the second. 
Eventually, my server went back and asked 
the chef, returning to inform me that the 
patty was vegan but the bun and accompa¬ 
nying aioli were not. And the fries are fried 
in the same oil as some of their meat items, 
making them less than ideal to many vegans. 

With everything straightened out and 
a side salad offered in place of fries—two 
points in favor of the vegan experience—I 
dug in. It was good. It didn’t taste quite 
like beef, but it certainly didn’t taste worse. 
Same for the texture, which was just a bit 
more sinewy than your typical hamburger. 
I liked it, but someone with a little fear of 
stringiness will want to top it with tomatoes, 
lettuce, and onion to mask any differences. 

Happy with the burger, I headed down 
to Hot Indian, where I had two choices: 
the Aloo Gobi Rice Bowl and the Aloo Gobi 
Indi Salad. I waffled back and forth before 
deciding on the rice bowl because, like many 
vegans, I live by Homer Simpson’s words: 
“You don’t win friends with salad.” Shoutout 
to Target Field for knowing that baseball- 
loving vegans still want ballpark food. 

On the concourse, vegan menu items are 
specifically labeled as such, which makes it 
much easier to order here. Unfortunately, 
I still needed clarification on the optional 
hot sauce. One server didn’t know its ingre¬ 
dients; the other was pretty sure it wasn’t 
vegan. I opted to skip it, not wantingto take 
the risk. I contacted Hot Indian after the 
fact and learned that it actually is vegan. 
At least the staff had the decency not to 
assume it was good to go! Hot sauce or no, 
this dish was tasty— everything you could 
ask for from a curry-based entree, with a 
little sweetness added in. 

Next at bat was a brat from the Herbivo¬ 
rous Butcher. Again, these are labeled vegan 
to avoid any confusion, but this time there 
was no questioning the condiments. Con¬ 
fident in the quality of the meat substitute 
alone, the stand offers nothing more than 
onions in addition to the standard ketchup, 
mustard and relish. In both the Sriracha 
brat and the Italian sausage, the texture and 
flavor are top notch, and the staff prepares 
them just as well as any restaurant that 
peddles the brand’s products. 

I also paid a visit to Pizza Luce. The 
Target Field Luce offers both slices and 
whole pies, but unfortunately they only 
whip up their Daiya-topped vegan option 
as a whole pizza. I considered saddling up 
with one all to myself but ultimately opted 
against it. That said, I have had Pizza Luce’s 
vegan options at their restaurants, and I

consider it the second-best vegan pizza in 
the Twin Cities. Assuming Target Field’s is 
anywhere close to the restaurant version, 
it’s well worth a purchase. 

After a few innings (with the Twins in the 
lead), I went for a vegan dog. These dogs, as 
well as the vegan burgers, are provided by 
Field Roast, and can be found at Hennepin 
Grill concession stands. 

Even in my meat-eating years, I didn’t 
like hot dogs (thanks to a Super Bowl party 
gone wrong at age 4), so before this adven¬ 
ture I’d only tried the vegan burgers. I’m 
happy to report I enjoyed the vegan dog 
better than its “real” counterpart. It has 
the texture and the flavor of the best hot 
dogs out there—good enough that if you 
felt like tricking a meat-eater, you could. 
The same can’t quite be said for the burger, 
though it’s not far off. It’s a little blander, 
and a little drier than a beef patty, but it still 
gets the job done. Best of all, the vegan dog 
and burger are just $5 and $6, respectively. 
Go to any professional sports stadium in the 
country and you’ll struggle to find anything 
rivaling that bargain. 

After four main courses I was craving 
something sweet, so I checked out a few 
Izzy’s Ice Cream stands around the park 
and noticed one had a flavor labeled non¬ 
dairy. Unfortunately, this stand was closed 
for the game. (Two rain delays and lower 
attendance meant not everybody was open.) 
I checked with Izzy’s later on and learned 
they haven’t gone through vegan certifica¬ 
tion, but most of the non-dairy flavors are 
entirely plant-based. Most vegans would be 
content ordering one of these after double¬ 
checking the ingredients. 

Otherwise, you can always investigate 
what candy’s at the concession stands, and 
see if your favorite vegan option is available. 
If you’re the type of fan for whom “Take 
Me Out To the Ballgame” is gospel, you’ll 
be happy to know you can follow your non¬ 
honey-roasted peanuts with Cracker Jack, 
which happens to be vegan. 

By the time the Twins finished off the 
Royals as handily as I polished off my plant- 
based plates, I had no reason to doubt that 
Target Field is the best ballpark for vegans. 
Unless you really want seven different vegan 
entrees, you’re in good shape, and besides 
havingthe options, most are well-labeled— 
more than I can say about every other large 
venue I’ve been to in my life. 

Sure, you may have trouble getting correct 
info from your servers. But they’re dealing 
with lower-selling items while helping tens 
of thousands of customers in about a five- 
hour window, so I don’t fault them for not 
knowing what’s vegan. 

Plus, they still put in the effort to help 
me as much as they could. Expecting any 
better would be asking Target Field to be a 
baseball-friendly restaurant, instead of the 
vegan-friendly ballpark it definitely is. 03

In Crazy Rich Asians, a secretly wealthy boyfriend and his openly hostile mom

I n 2018 in America, any feature film 
with a mostly non-white cast is big 
news. So it’s impossible to separate 
a movie like Crazy Rich Asians, the 
adaptation of Kevin Kwan’s book of 
the same name, from its broader social con¬ 
text. Of course it’s significant and another 
step in the right direction for Hollywood, 
but Crazy Rich Asians also has surprising 
depth, especially for a rom-com. 

The movie focuses on NYU economics 
professor Rachel Chu (Constance Wu), 
daughter of a single immigrant mother. 
Rachel is madly in love with a guy named 
Nick Young (Henry Golding), so when he 
asks her to attend his best friend’s wedding 
in Singapore and meet his family, she gets 
excited to head East. Apparently in the year 
that they’ve dated, Rachel has never once 
Googled her beau (or asked him nearly 
enough about his family), because if she 
had, she’d know that Nick comes from 
Singaporean real estate royalty. 

After flying overseas in an extravagant 
first-class suite, Rachel finds herself face- 
to-face with an opulence that makes Jay 


Gatsby look like Fred Flintstone. She’s 
also introduced to Nick’s mother, Eleanor 
(Michelle Yeoh), a lady who doesn’t take 
any shit and who makes it very clear to 
Rachel that the young Chinese-American 
will never be enough for her son or for 
their traditional family. 

So Crazy Rich Asians is basically a 
Disney princess movie, only this time 
Prince Charming feels like more of a side 
quest, and our heroine uses game theory 
to battle the evil “stepmother.” But beyond 
the surface, this is less a Cinderella story 
and more of an exploration of modern 
womanhood, the complexities of Asian- 
ness, and what it means to be a hyphenate 
both in the U.S. and abroad. The first act 
drags because it feels like atypical rom-com 
setup, but as Rachel confronts the various 
issues plaguing her—Eleanor being chief 
among them—the movie finds a groove. 

Crazy Rich Asians isn’t without its 
blemishes. The movie never commits fully 
to rom or com, so it can feel bland in the 
stretch before the drama with Eleanor 
heats up. There’s also a B plot featuring 
Nick’s cousin Astrid (Gemma Chan) that

feels half-baked, which is a shame because 
she’s one of the movie’s more interesting 
characters. 

And then there are a couple of social 
issues—the 1 percent and LGBT politics— 
that are hardly touched. I know, I know; it’s 
supposed to be a rom-com. But economics¬ 
teaching Rachel is essentially dating the 
Asian Donald Trump Jr. and hangs out with 
the “rainbow sheep” of the family, Oliver 
(Nico Santos), in a country where you can 
still be imprisoned for homosexuality. 
The movie does a good enough job with 
its other subjects that you’d expect to find 
some poignancy here. 

All things considered, Crazy Rich Asians’ 
value in other areas makes up for what 
it misses. Look beyond the trappings of 
your basic rom-com; there are enough 
subversions and novelty to make this both a 
success within the genre and a step forward 
for American moviemaking. EQ

Changing leaders bring fresh voices to local theater

s the 2010s began, there was a 
growing recognition across the 
Twin Cities theater community 
that there needed to be real 
change across the leadership 
of our largest companies. A major wave 
of turnovers was on the horizon, and the 
departing directors couldn’t just be replaced 
with another round of mostly white men 
if the companies wanted to maintain their 
integrity—and their audiences. 

That wave of change has now crested, 
with diverse new leaders helming the 
Guthrie, the Jungle, and Penumbra. As 
the 2018-19 season begins, two more sig¬ 
nificant companies have new leaders who 
are pledgingto build on their predecessors’ 
accomplishments while forging new paths. 

At Ten Thousand Things, a company 
widely lauded for bringing top-quality 
productions to non-traditional audiences, 
founder Michelle Hensley argued passion¬ 
ately for the need to promote more women. 
She’ll be succeeded by the Chilean-American 
Marcela Lorca, who’s worked at the Guthrie 
as a director, teacher, and administrator 
since the ’90s. 

When Hensley delivered a powerful 
speech about inclusion at the 2017 Iveys, 
“It was in the forefront of my mind,” Lorca 
says, “because I wanted to be the leader of an 
institution, and I had faced a lot of obstacles 
along the way.” She plans to continue to 
develop Ten Thousand Things’ national 
reach while maintaining the organization’s 
strong local roots. 

Meanwhile, Richard Cook is retiring 


after 38 years leading Park Square Theatre, 
handingthe reins to Flordelino Lagundino, 
a theater artist of Filipino descent who’s 
worked at a range of small and mid-size 
companies across the country. 

Part of Lagundino’s job will be to continue 
the St. Paul company’s engagement with 
its downtown neighborhood, where it sits 
just across Seventh Place from the newly 
renovated Palace Theatre. 

Lagundino says Park Square is acutely 
aware of its role in placemaking. “We’re 
trying to find ways to enliven that space,” 
he says. Engaging the community more 
broadly, adds Lagundino, will mean con¬ 
tinuing Cook’s progress toward making 
the theater a venue where “people that 
have felt othered in their lives” regard as 
“a place they can call home.” 

Whereas the upcoming Park Square sea¬ 
son was picked before Lagundino arrived, 
Lorca chose and will direct two of the three 
shows in the upcoming Ten Thousand 
Things season: Into the Woods opens in 
February, and The Sins of Sor Juana will 
follow in May. 

“It’s a challenge to do it in the essential 
style of Ten Thousand Things,” says Lorca 
about Stephen Sondheim’s sprawling Into the 
Woods, “but I think that style will really force 
it to be incredibly creative and inventive.” 

The Sins of Sor Juana is a historical drama 
by Karen Zacarias ( Native Gardens ). “It’s 
about a woman artist trying to really prove 
herself and find her place in society,” Lorca 
says. “How do you keep your soul alive, how 
do you keep your artistry alive when you 
have these obstacles all around you?” EQ

PRODIGAL PRODIGY 

Hard R is RO.S’s son. But that’s not all he is.

H arcLR raps like he’s trying 
to provoke you to attack 
him. He delivers his arro¬ 
gant verses with a fuck-the- 
haters vindictiveness. He’s 
everything a 19-year-old rapper should be. 
And he’s nothing like his father. 

The real-life Jacob Crabtree is easily 
recognizable as the son of Doomtree/ 
Rhymesayers rapper RO.S. You can hear 
the similarity in his gruff voice and careful 
articulation. You can see it in his wide-set 
eyes and rascal sneer and the way he twists 
a dreadlock in his hand as he speaks. 

In the past, HarcLR has taken caustic 
measures to set himself apart. Instead of 
Slug and Dessa, he’s running around with 
young hellions like RP Hooks and Gaines 
FM. On the snot-nosed “HarcLR Is Ruin¬ 
ing My Life,” he rhymes, “Feeling shady, 


get the groupies/Put my Doomtree in her 
coochie.” 

But Hard_R has arrived at a point of 
maturity. On Thursday, he’ll release his 
new EP, Hate JR. Though the musical scion 
may have burned his birth certificate on his 
2016 debut, Lost in Myself, Hate JR seeks 
to repair what was lost in the fire. 

“One of my biggest fears since I started 
doing this was living in my dad’s shadow,” 
HarcLR says. “I was like, ‘I’ll never be like 
my dad!’ But as I’ve gotten older, I’ve real¬ 
ized that’s not so bad.” 

Music came to HarcLR through his father. 
He fondly remembers P.O.S handing him 
a guitar and teaching him how to play 
“Iron Man” on one string, and the punk 
rock that the two would listen to on car 
rides has indelibly shaped his style. Like 
his dad, HarcLR tried his hand at spoken- 
word poetry in high school, but it wasn’t 
long before his peers encouraged him to 


go full-bore into hip-hop. 

“I don’t think we raised him to be a musi¬ 
cian, and almost no one should be a rapper,” 
P.O.S says. “He showed me some stuff he 
was working on when he was like 13 or 
14, [and] that was better than it had any 
business being. So I encouraged it. But I 
was never grooming him to take over the 
family business or anything.” 

HarcLR’s earliest work is raw and experi¬ 
mental. Listening to Lost in Myself and the 
few SoundCloud castoffs that precede it, 
you can hear the progress of a new rap¬ 
per clawing together his own identity. On 
“Sauced Up” he’s trying on Lil Pump’s aes¬ 
thetic; on“Bro- 
HARD_R ken Wings,”

Hate JR rep¬ 
resents a higher standard. It’s still rough 
and in-your-face, but HarcLR sounds more 
determined. It’s the first time he’s rapped 
with a directive—specifically, redemption. 

“I’m pretty proud of it, honestly, it’s my 
baby,” HarcLR says of Hate JR. “I’m trying 
to make music that will make my family 
proud of me. Real life.”

HarcLR spent his adolescence doing the 
opposite. He started by sneaking into clubs 
and getting involved with dealers. He’s been 
to treatment for chemical dependency nine 
times. Currently he’s on adult diversion—an 
education-heavy program for keepingyoung 
offenders out of jail—for a drug charge, but 
he’s committed to bettering himself, and 
that process begins with devoting himself 
more fully to his music. 

His plea for retribution comes on “Eighth 
Step.” Inspired by the Alcoholics Anonymous 
program, the song “Eighth Step” confronts 
the fact that his habits are what’s holding 
him back from greatness. Taking on a howl 
similar to his father’s, Hate-R casts away 
all those who tempt him away from his 
hard-won sobriety. “I caught a break on 
my case,” he raps, “I got too much to live 
up to/Mom, I’m sorry I’m this way.” 

“I put my parents through a lot of shit 
growing up, running around, getting in 
trouble, making them look bad,” HarcLR 
says. “I didn’t want to continue to hurt 
people, my family included, or maybe die.” 

For HarcLR, success means transcending 
his influences, whether it be Lil Pump or 
P.O.S. Hate-R is all about HarcLR pushing 
himself to find his own way and digging 
down into his own essence to unearth 
something unique. On Hate-R opening 
track “Judge Jury Executioner,” he takes 
on three distinct personas to analyze his 
position in life. At the end, he walks away 
with the realization that no one is going to 
achieve his greatness for him. 

Most rappers define themselves in oppo¬ 
sition to the people who don’t like them. 
You know, the haters. But for HarcLR, the 
biggest obstacle in his career has been him¬ 
self—his vices, his pugnacious attitude, his 
inability to deal with the legacy he was born 
into. So he turns that rage inward, taking 
responsibility for holding himself back and 
coppingto the bullshit behavior that’s made 
him who he is. 

“I’m a fuckin’ hater, everyone’s a fuckin’ 
hater,” HarcLR says. ‘Teople want to project 
that they’re not a hater and they only got 
haters, and they’re still over here hatin’. 
Rappers especially. I struggle with that shit.” 

For all its progress, Hate-R is still embry¬ 
onic. HarcLR may well look back on the 
record and disown it for not being as sophis¬ 
ticated as whatever incarnation he’s onto 
by then. Hate-R will, however, persist as 
a time capsule of a young rapper trying to 
overcome a series of unique challenges, 
documenting the come-up of one of Min¬ 
neapolis’ first second-generation rappers. 

But you can expect HarcLR to hold on 
to his acerbic mindset. He might be more 
clear-headed and motivated than ever, but 
it’s that negativity that keeps him going. 
Without it, he’d just be another rapper. 

“I’m my biggest critic,” he says. “I’m the 
ultimate hater.” B3
